The French Minister of the Interior, understanding that the wife and 
daughter of the late eminent violinist Baillot were left in very distressed 
circumstances, has granted to the former a pension of one thousand two 
hundred francs. 

A Third Opera House.—The commission for the protection of the 
Theatres was some time since summoned to meet by the minister of the 
interior, for the purpose of considering the question whether there was an 
opening for a third Operatic Theatre. The commission summoned be- 
fore them M. Leon Pillet, and M. Crosnier, directors of the GrandOpera 
and Opera Comique, when, after hearing those gentlemen, the meeting 
adjourned, it being previously ascertained that eight out of ten of the 
commissioners were in favour of the new Theatre. Ata second sitting, 
the commission of dramatic authors were examined, and also the musical 
composers, Meyerbeer, Carafar, Adolph Adam, and Halevy, who were 
unanimous, it is said, in favour of the project. At this period of the pro- 
ceedings it was found there were not suflicient members of the commis- 
sion present to give a final decision, and the meeting was again ail- 
journed. 

Reasons for learning to sing.—The celebrated William Byrd, the - 
author of Non Nobis Dominie, gave the following very forcible reasons 
for learning to sing, in a scarce work published in 1598, entitled 
“Psalms, Sonnets, and Songs of Sadness and Pietie.” First, it is a 
knowledge easilie taught and quickly learned, when there is a good 
master and an apt scholar. Secondly, The exercise of singing is de- 
lightful to nature, and good to preserve the health of man. Thirdly, 
It doth strengthen all parts of the heart, and doth open the pipes. 
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Fourthly, It is a singularly good remedie for a stuttering and stammering 
in the speech. Fifthly, It is the best means to preserve a perfect pro- 
nunciation, and to make a good orator. Sixthly, It is the only way to 
know when nature hath bestowed a good voice ; which gift is so rare that 
there is not ore amongst a thousand that hath it: and in many that 
excellent gift is lost because they want an artto express nature. Seventhly, 
There is not any music of instruments whatsoever comparable to that 
which is made of men’s voices, when the voices are good, and the same 
well sorted and ordered. Eighthly, The better the voice is, the meeter 
it is to honour and serve God therewith ; and the voice of man is chiefly 
to be employed to that end. Ommnis spiritus laudet Dominum.”

Tuesday, call at the Foreign and British Gallery, 213, Piccadilly, (late Lucca 
Gallery,) to admire a magnificent collection of Paintings, consisting of upwards 
of Sixty original and authenticated First Class Gallery and Cabinet Pictures, in- 
cluing two original and authenticated Cartoons by Raffaelle, valued at upwards 
of 20,000. with the works of the following great masters :—Michael Angelo 
Buonarotti, Titian, Guercino, Rubens, Paul Potter, Correggio, Baroccio, &c. 
These Paintings form a most intersting exhibition. 

In the evening got the best shilling’s worth I ever paid for in my life at the 
Roya ADELAIDE GALLERY, Lowther Arcade, Strand, where indeed all the arts 
and sciences met me with open arms—a graud Promenade Concert, vocal and in- 
strumental, supported by the first performers of the day, followed by a popular Lec- 
ture on the Bude and Drummond Lights,—saw the humerous effects of the Laughing 
Gas—the wonderful Gas Microscope, and 30 magnificent Dissolving Views. 

Wednesday, visit the Chinese Collection, St. George’s Place, Hyde Park Corner. 
It consists of objects exclusively Chinese, comprising upwards of 50 figures as 
large as life, in their native costume, from the highest mandarin to the mechanic ; 
and replete with articles illustrative of their manufactures, habits, and domestic 
arrangements.—This exhibition is well worthy of inspection.

When Mrs. P. is out of 
town, stay a week, and only pay a guinea for bed and breakfast. I’m always to 
be found on Saturday, at half-past five, at the Convivial Dinner held here. 

Saturday, I examine Miss Linwoop’s curious NeedleWork, Leicester Square— 
lately added other beautiful specimens of her art.~But I intrude—beg pardon—
